Nothing has been done as to the 
court towns, that i*, no agree­ 
ment has been reached as to what 
towns shall be eliminated.

Alienation Clause K nocked O ut. 


Washington, April 7.—The con­ 
ferees on the Five Tribes bill 
have agreed on another report in 
lieu of that one which wa* virtu­ 
ally rejected by the Senate early 
this week. 
Most of the provisos 
to which the Senate objected have 
been eliminated or modified, and 
there has been no attempt to leg 
islate in conference. 
For these 
reasons, it is believed, the report 
will be accepted by both houses. 
The proposition in which there 
is perhaps the most widespread 
interest is that respecting the dis­ 
position of the mineral land-*. On 
this the Honse conferees agreed to 
the 
Senate 
amendment, which 
forbids both the sale and the lease 
of the unleased mineral land? “un­ 
til such time as may be otherwise 
provided” 
As to the restrictions on allot­ 
ments the conferees agreed to 
strike out that part of the Senate 
amendment removing at once the 
restrictions on the surplus land? 
of mixed bloods, and to keep in 
the bill this provision: 
“ That 
nothing in this act contained shall 
be construed or held to authorize 
the leasing of such land- for oil, 
ga^ or other mineral without the 
approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior, and no such lease shall 
have any validity until so approv­ 
ed; that no full-blood Indian of 
any of said tribes shall have pow­ 
er to alienate, sell, depose of, or 
incumber in any manner any of 
the lands allotted to him for a pe­ 
riod of twenty five years from 
and after the passage and approv­ 
al of this act, unless such restric­ 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of such period, be removed by 
act of Congress; and for all quan­ 
tum of Indian blood possessed by 
any member of said tribes shall 
be determined by the rolls of cit­ 
izens of said tribes approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior. 
Provided, however, that 
such 
fool-blood Indians of any of said 
tribes may lease any lands other 
than homesteads for more than 
one year under such rules and 
regulations a ' may be perscribed 
by the Secretary of the Interior; 
and in case of the inability of any 
full blood owner of a homestead, 
on account of infirmity or old age, 
to work or farm his homestead, 
the Secretary of the Interior up 
on proof of such inability may au­ 
thorize the lea>ing of such home 
stead under such rules and regu 
lations; 
provided, furthur, that 
conveyances heretofore made by 
members of any of the Five Civil­ 
ized Tribes subsequent to the se­ 
lection of allotment and sub?e 
quent to the removal of restric 
tions, where patents 
ihereafter 
issue, shah not 
be deemed or 
held invalid solely because said 
conveyances were made prior to 
issuance and recording and deliv­ 
ery of patent or deed; but this 
shall not be held or construed as 
affecting the validity or invalidity 
of any such conveyance, except 
as 
hereinabove 
provided: and 
every deed executed before, or 
for the making of which a contract 
or agreement was entered into 
before the removal of restrictions 
be, and the same is hereby, de­ 
clared void: provided, further, 
that ail lands upon which restric­ 
tions are removed shall be sub­ 
ject to taxation and the other 
lands shall be exem pt from tax­ 
ation as long as the title remains 
in the original allottee.” 
The 
effect of 
this provision 
would be to continue thetreaties in 
force so far as they relate to the 
alienation of the surplus lands of 
the mixed bloods. 
The 
treaty 
stipulations vary somewhat with 
respect to the various tribes. 
As 
to the Choctaws and Chickasaws, 
they provide that the surplus mav 
be alienated one-third each in one, 
three and five years after the de­ 
livery of patent, while the Creeks 
and Cherokees may not alienate 
their surplus until five years af­ 
ter the issuance of patents. 
The agreement reached today is 
a substantial victory for the Sen­ 
ate, in that most of the objections 
made to the House bill have been 
admitted by the conferees. 
The Senate has won a notable 
victory in the matter of disposi­ 
tion of the mineral lands and a 
crowd of able lobbyists has been 
•ignally defeated.

conferees on the statehood bill 
are proceeding with the delibera 
tion of men who are sensible that 
the time for action has not arriv 
ed. They hare been meeting 
thrice a week, discussing the 
minor senate amendments cur- 
sorily and agreeing to some of 
them tentatively, while leaving 
the Poraker and Burrows-amend- 
ments, which are the crux of the 
controversy, unconsidered. The 
conferees met again Friday and 
went through the same perform- 
ance *in a 
perfunctory way. 


Nothing has been done as to the 
court towns, that is, no agree- 
ment has been reached as to what 
towns shall be eliminated. 


About the nearest approach to 


an agreementbn any amendment 
of importance is that it haw been 
virtually decided that the Wan en 
amendment, which seeks to vali- 
date the titles of those who have 
claims to mineral land-< in Oltlaho 
ma, shall go out. The committee 
will perhaps not meet ngain until

Alienation Clause Knocked Out. 
Washington, April 7.—The con- 


ferees on the Five Tribes bil 
have agreed on another report in 
lieu of that one which wan virtu 
ally rejected by the Senate early 
this week. Moat of the provisos 
to which the Senate objected have 
been eliminated or modified, anc 
there has been no attempt to leg 
islate in conference. For thes 
reasons, it is believed, the report 
will be accepted by both houses. 


The proposition in which there 


is perhaps the most widespread 
interest is that respecting the dis 
position of the mineral lands. On 
this the 5onse conferees agreed to 
the Senate amendment, which 
forbids both the sale and the learie 
of the unleased mineral lands "un 
til such time as may be otherwise 
provided." 


As to the restrictions on allot- 


ments the conferees agreed to 
strike out that part of the Senate 
amendment removing at once th 
restrictions on the surplus land 
of mixed bloods, and to keep in 
the bill this provision. "Tha 
nothing in this act contained shal 
be construed or held to authorize 
the leasing of such lands for oil 
gas or other mineral without the 
approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior, and no such lease shal 
have any validity until so approv 
ed; that no full blood Indian o 
any of said tribes shall have pow 
er to alienate, sell, dispose of, or 
incnmber in any manner any o 
the lands allotted to him for a pe 
riod of twenty-five years from 
and after the passage and approv 
al of this act, unless such restric 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of such period, be removed by 
act of Congress: and for all quan 
turn of Indian blood possessed by 
anv member of said tribes shal 
be determined by the rolls of ci 
izana °f said tribes aporoved by 
the Secretary of the Interior 
Provided, however, that such 
fool-blood Indians of any of said 
tribes may lease'any lands v other 
than homesteads for more than 
one year under such rules anc 
regulations as may be perscribed 
by the Secretary of the Interior 
and in case of the inability of any 
full blood owner of a homestead 
on account of infirmity or old age 
to work or farm his homestead 
the Secretary of the Interior up 
on proof of such inability may an 
thorize the leasing of such home- 
stead under such rules and regu 
lations; provided, furthur, that 
conveyances heretofore made by 
members of any of the Five Civil 
Ued Tribes subsequent tp the se 
lection of allotment and subse 
quent to the removal of restric- 
tions, where patents ihereafter 
issue, shall not be depnied or 
held invalid solely because said 
conveyances were made prior to 
issuance and recording and deliv 
ery of patent or deed; but this 
shall not be held or construed as 
affecting the validity or invalidity 
of any such conveyance, except 
as hereinaboye 
provided; and 


every deed executed before, or 
for the making of which a contract 
or agreement was entered into 
Jefore the removal of restrictions 
je, and the same is hereby, de- 
ilared void- provided, further, 
hat all lands upon which restric- 
tions are removed shall be sub- 
ect to taxation and the other 
ands shall be exempt from tax- 
ation as long as the title remains 
n the original allottee." 


The 
effect of this provision 


would be to continue the treaties in 
orce so far as they relate to the 
lienation of the surplus lands of 
he mixed bloods. The treaty 
tipulations vary somewhat with 
espect to the various tribes. AS 


the Choc taws and Chickasaws, 
bey provide that the surplus may 
>e alienated one-third each in one, 
bree and five years after the del- 
ivery of patent, while the Creeks 
nd Cherokees may not alienate 
aeir surplus until five years af- 
jer the issuance of patents. 


The agreement reached today is 
substantial victory for the Sen- 
te, in that most of the objections 
made to the House bill have been 
admitted by the conferees. 


The Senate has won a notable 
ictory in the matter of disposi- 
ion of the mineral lands and a 
rowd of able lobbyists has been 
signally defeated.

Alienation Clause Knocked Out. 
Washington, April 7.—The con- 


ferees on the Five Tribes bil 
have agreed on another report in 
lieu of that one which wan virtu- 
ally rejected by the Senate early 
this week. Most of the provisos 
to which the Senate objected hav< 
been eliminated or modified, anc 
there has been no attempt to leg 
islate in conference. For these 
reasons, it is believed, the report 
will be accepted by both houses. 


The proposition in which ther 


is perhaps the most widespread 
interest is that respecting the dis 
position of the mineral lands. On 
this the 5onse conferees agreed to 
the Senate amendment, which 
forbids both the sale and the leatfe 
of the unleased mineral lands "un 
til such time as may be otherwise 
provided." 


As to the restrictions on allot- 


ments the conferees agreed to 
strike out that part of the Senate 
amendment removing at once the 
restrictions on the surplus land 
of mixed bloods, and to keep in 
the bill this provision 
"Tha' 


nothing in this act contained shal 
be construed or held to authorize 
the leasing of such lands for oil 
ga,s or other mineral without the 
approval of the Secretary of thi 
Interior, and no such lease shal 
have any validity until so approv 
ed; that no full blood Indian o: 
any of said tribes shall have pow 
er to alienate, sell, dispose of, or 
incnmber in any manner any o; 
the lands allotted to him for a pe 
riod of twenty-five years from 
and after the passage and approv 
al of this act, unless such restric 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of such period, be removed by 
act of Congress: and for all quan 
turn of Indian blood possessed by 
anv member of said tribes shal 
be determined by the rolls of cit 
izans °f said tribes aporoved by 
the Secretary of the 
Interior 


Provided, however, that 
such 


fool-blood Indians of any of saic 
tribes may lease'any lands v other 
than homesteads for more than 
one year under such rules and 
regulations as may be perscribec 
by the Secretary of the Interior 
and in case of the inability of any 
full blood owner of a homestead, 
on account of infirmity or old age 
to work or farm his homestead, 
the Secretary of the Intenor up 
on proof of such inability may an 
thorize the leasing of such home- 
stead under such rules and regu- 
lations; provided, furthur, that 
conveyances heretofore made by 
membeis of any of the Five Civil 


d Tiibes subsequent tp the se 


lection of allotment and subse 
quent to the removal of restric 
tions, where patents ihereafter 
issue, shall not be depmed or 
held invalid solely because said 
conveyances were made prjqr to 
issuance and recording and deliv 
ery of patent or deed; but this 
shall not be held or construed as 
affecting the validity or invalidity 
of any such conveyance, except 
as hereinaboye 
provided; and 


every deed executed before, or 
for the making of which a contract 
or agreement was entered into 
before the removal of restrictions 
be, and the same is hereby, de- 
clared void- provided, further, 
that all lands upon which restric- 
tions are removed shall be enb- 
ect to taxation and the other 
ands shall be exempt from tax- 
ation as long as the title remains 
n the original allottee." 


The 
effect of this provision 


would be to continue the treaties in 
!orce so far as they relate to the 
lienation of the surplus lands of 
he mixed bloods. The treaty 
tipulations vary somewhat with 
respect to the various tribes. AS 
to the Choc taws and Chickasaws, 
bey provide that the surplus may 
>e alienated one-third each in one, 
hree and five years after the del- 
ivery of patent, while the Creeks 
and Cherokees may not alienate 
heir surplus until five years af- 
r the issuance of patents. 
The agreement reached today is 


a substantial victory for the Sen- 
te, in that most of the objections 
made to the House bill have been 
admitted by the conferees. 


The Senate baa won a notable 
'ictory in the matter of disposi- 
ion of the mineral lands and a 
crowd of able lobbyists has been 
signally defeated.
